The Texas statute which has jus 


-been held unconsittutional >.by unan 
mous decision of the supreme cour 
was pas>sed •vNith the idea that negroe 
could be prohibited from voting in th 
Democratic primaries and yet not dis 
turb their privilege of voting in a Re 
publican primary. It was assumed tha 
the consittutional amendment whic 
says no citizen shall be deprived of th 
right to vote because of race or colo 
merely applied to the final election 
The supreme court takes the view tha 
any election in which the public par 
ticipates must admit all who apply— 
at least those who apply for the priv 
ilege cannot be turned down bccaus 
of color.

Great Britain and Japan will accept 
the American proposal for a confer- 
ence with the United States at Ge- 
neva this summer on auxiliary war 
craft limitation, are taken by officials 
here to mean that such a project ul- 
timately will be brought about. 


While there has not been much 


doubt as to the Japanese attitude to- 
ward such an arrangement, British 
sentiment in the past generally has 
been against any limitation of anti- 
submarine craft as long as her con-

move the greatest obstacle m the way 
of a three-power parley. 


A Tokio dispatch

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LARGER SETTLING 
BASIN NEEDED TO 
MEET WATER DEMAND 


Proposed Improvement Will 


Increase Capacity and Ef- 
ficiency of Property

In order to keep pace with the 


growth of the city, plans pre being 
made for construction of an additional 
settling basin at the water department 
plant which will vastly increase the 
efficiency and capacity of the depart- 
ment, according to A. J. Hall, super- 
intendent. 


"A pure water supply is the most 


vital need of the city," declared Mr. 
Hall. "Unless there is an abundant 
supply of water a\ai!able at all times, 
health might be seriously menaced 
and fire might wip? out the entire 
community. 


"It is important that the 
future 


needs of a city be considered in plan- 
ning the public utility. Normal growth 
must be piovidcd for," Mr. Hall said. 
"We have made a study of conditions 


. and find that in 19-40 the " estimated 


population will be 25,300. At a growth 
of 300 people per year, which is a 
very conservative estimate, the pop- 
ulation in 1930 would be about 28,300. 


XEEI) MORI; TANKS 


"The increased demand on the plant 


from year to year has increased to the 
point that our present sedimentation 
basins are inadequate to economically 
prepare the water for filtiration," Mr. 
Hall .said. 


Water for consumption jn Appleton 


is taken in its raw state from the Fox 
river at a point near the Chcrry-st 
bridge. From there it bows by gravita- 
tion to an intake tank just outside the 
water plant. In the summer the wa- 
ter is forced to the top of an aereator 
where it falls down through a series 
of trays. In this manner the water is 
mixed with oxycgn which is the first 
step in killing bacteria and removing 
tastes and odors. 


From the acieator the 
water 
is 


pumped into tanks outside the plant 
where it is mixed with an alum solu- 
tion which furthers 'the process of 
sedimentation and purifies the water 
to a certain degree by settling vit the 
\, heavier particles. It is at this point in 
" the water purification process that the 


settling tanks play their part. 


The settling basins arc long, tanks 


through which the water is slowly 
passed and the heavier sediment is 
given a chance to settle to the bottom 
of the tank. At present two tanks, 30 
by")SO feet, are used. The water stays 
in these tanks for two hours and at 
the end of that time it has been 
cleansed of 45 per cent of mipurittes 
held in suspension. 


Cut in order to ease the demand on 


the filters, the next step in the process, 
the water should remain in the settling 
basins for at least six hours. The con- 
stiuction of the proposed new basin, 
which would be SO feet wide and 120 
feet long, would enable the water de- 
'p'artmcnt to settle the water for S 
hours, thus increasing the efficiency of 
thi-s process to S3 or 90 per cent. 


It is proposed to build the new set- 


tling basin on 
property just east of 


the picscnt plant, which lecently was 
required by the water commission. The 
-new 
tank would insure an abundant 


water supply for the city, sufficient for 
any emergency, for at least 20 years. 


From the settling basins the water 


goes to the filters where it seeps 
through SO inches of sand and IS inch- 
es of gravel which removes all the im- 
purities which still remain in the wa- 
ter. The water then enteis the clear- 
w-ell where it is mixed with liquid 
chlorine and then is pumped to the 
city mams. 


"The need for additional settling 


basin capacity is the result of nine 
years of 
investigation 
which 
has 


proved to me that it will greatly aid 
the purification of the water and in- 
crease the capacity of the plant," Mr. 
Hall said. 


"In thinking of the 
city 
water- 


works plant it is well to remember that 
if protects one's health by giving safe 
water to drink, making sanitary sew- 
<ns possible, helping keep the streets 
clean, gives a abundant and unfail- 
ing water supply for all home uses. 
Water is tested daily, Mr. Hall point- 
ed out. 


"The plant, besides giving service 


at the low rate of about $12 per fam- 
ily per year, reduces insurance rates; 
pay regular taxes, keeps itself in re- 
pair, returns a 5 per cent dividend to 
the city and sets aside money to re- 
place itself," said Mr. Hall.

State Feeds Raw Meat To 
Fish During Infancy Days 


.Madison— OP) —Fishermen in Wis- 


consin and the hundreds who come to 
the northern waters of this state an- 
nually for their vacations, flattering 
themselves that the game fish of the 
state diet solely on artificial flies and 
prepared baits, are sadly mistaken, ac- 
cording to the state conservation de- 
partment. 


Wisconsin's same fish, at least a 


large percentage of them, are "same" 
and are husky fighters because in 
their infancy they are fed raw meat. 
About twice a, week 2,000 pounds of 
sheep plucks and beef livers are ship- 
ped into Wisconsin fish hatcheries. 


It takes nearly two tons of raw 


meat to keep the young trout, that 
will some time give fishermen good 
fights, growing and thriving. In this 
feeding another proof is found of the 
diversity of use- o£ packing house by- 
products. The beef and other livers, 
unmarketable, and the hcaits ard liv- 
ers of sheep are shipped to the hatch- 
eries from Armour, Swift and Cudahy 
packing houses in St. Paul and other 
mid-western livestock centers. 


The plucks and liver, giound to very 


fine particles, and sometimes mixed 
with Hour, are fed almost in liquid 
form tj the baby trout. For the ponds 
of older fish, the material is ground 
into bits the size of a fingernail. 


This material costs, on the average, 


about Tli cents a pound, so that Wis- 
consin spends about $300 a month just 
to provide well nurtured fish for its 
streams. 


Xature provides some of the game 


fish, at birth, with a tiny food sack, 
and as they lay on their sides for 
about ten days they live on this na- 
ture-given food. At the end of that 
time, however, the game wardens and 
hatchery experts must begin, tossing 
food into the water—at first every 
two or three hours, but later, after 
the fish are three or four months old, 
only twice a day. 


Pike, when they first come into then- 


liquid world, must be promptly "plant- 
ed," or put into the waters where t:ie 
commission intends they shall live, o.- 
they will become as little cannibals, 
attempting to cati each other. In the 


hatchery' waters there are none of 
the minute particles of vegetable and 
animal life on which they thrive, and 
if the hatchery men do not move 
them to "live" waters within about 
seventy-two hours after their "birth" 
they will be found in long strings, 
like they were "playing train." This, 
to the trained eye of the hatchery 
man. means that his new pike friends, 
about the size then of undernourished 
raosquitos. have become hungry, and 
gotten hold of one of their little bro- 
thers or sisters just ahead in an at- 
tempt to obtain nourishment. 


Muskellongc, too, are given a diet 


of water no human would caie to 
dunk. Soon after their presence be- 
comes apparent in the hatchery tanks, 
water from soin« i>ond or s-tio.uu con- 
taining plant and animal life is dump- 
ed into the tanks to provide them with 
food. 


Sturgeon are the tramps of hatch- 


cry tanks. What the large families of 
fish leave and the remains from the 
fish school cafeterias drop to the bot- 
tom of the tanks. The game fish will 
not touch what has passed them on 
us course to the bottom. When the 
food is thrown in there is a churning 
of the water and the hundreds of fins 
emulate the flutter of chicken wings 
when crushed corn is tin own about a 
chicken yard. 
They cannot get it 


alt in the lush. That which is left 
drops down and the sturgeon tramps, 
begging at the back door, clean it up 
quickly. 


And everybody is satisfied until the

THE BEGGS INHERITANCE TAX 


Wisconsin played in good luck in its 


collection of a little more than a million 
dollars inheritance taxes from the estate 
of John L Beggs, formerly of Milwaukee. 
The state didn't get the tax because of 
particularly clever work upon its part 
but in spite of its bungling manners and 
methods, for Mr. Beggs had been a little 
improvident in letting death creep upon 
him unawares. Although successful in es- 
tablishing a residence in another state he 
permitted a large share of his fortune to 
be kept in property which he located in 
safety boxes in Wisconsin. 
That was 


careless of him, and through that care- 
lessness the state 
has collected about 


half the tax that it would have otherwise 
received had it not driven Mr. Beggs to 
take up a residence elsewhere. 


The inheritance tax laws are quite an 


important part of our taxation system, 
and through them the state derives a sub- 
stantial revenue. 
It is manifest 
that 


the larger the fortunes left by residents 
of the state, the greater will be the in- 
come. 
Perhaps the state has learned 


lately that it may make its excise laws so 
harsh and rigorous as to drive • the 
owners of these larger fortunes out of the 
state. In that way the greed of the state 
results in its robbing itself; and some 
other state not quite so rapacious re- 
ceives the ex-resident of Wisconsin, to- 
gether with the more reasonable taxes it 
exacts of him. 


Now, 
of course, when a government 


needs money it certainly must have it. Its 
necessities can 
only be answered 
by 


funds 
If taxes are high through neces- 


sity no person has the right to complain; 
and most people are good enough sports 
to paj- their fair share of the expenses of 
government without-a whimper. '.But 
when it is obvious that the men in charge 
of a government are themselves lacking 
in the requisite ability for their jobs, 
spending money riotously always with 
the purpose of building up and perpetuat- 
ing'their own political fortunes, then 
complaints are legitimate. 


For the state to say to' its- men' of 


wealth, "You must pay high taxes be- 
cause the state needs the money" is an 
unanswerable declaration; but when the 
state says, "You must pay high taxes be- 
cause you have the money and we're go- 
ing to take it"away from you to waste it," 
it is making a "declaration with which 
there can be no compromise. 


Wisconsin lost about a million dollars 


in the Beggs estate and might have lost 
more. We do not suppose it would be ex- 
aggeration to say that the state will lose 
over a period of time one hundred million 
dollars because Mr. Elaine thought that 
by evidencing^iostility towards wealth he 
could get a few votes.

Aristotle's case is still more marked.

He belonged to the successful po- 
litical party in Athens and he-made 
the most of it. He "lobbied" at court 
for the cause of science and philoso- 
phy, much In the manner in which a 
university - president of today might 
lobby for appropriations.

LEGUME CULTURES 


MAKES PROFS WORK 


Work Is Assuming "Big Busi- 


ness" Proportions at State 
University 


Madison— (A*)— Distribution - of 
le- 


gume cultures to farmers of 'Wiscon- 
sin is gradually taking on "big busi- 
ness" proportions at the state univer- 
sity and the ground floor laboratory in 
the agricultural, building steadily ex- 
pands. ' 


Sprincr brine* tho prppt demand for 


the bottled bacteria and as a. result 
professors and- assistants are working 
over time preparing the cultures. Last 
year the university shipped 
80,000 


bottles of the culture to farmers all 
over the state. This year the output 
will undoubtedly be larger. 


I. T.J, Baldwin of the University of 


Wisconsin's bacteriolgy staff, who su- 
pervises the preparation 
of the cul- 


tures, explains the preparation of the 
tiny organisms before and after reach- 
ing the farmer. 


"The bacteria cultures are placed in 


bottles together with an agent which 
soidifes," he' said. "Cultures, when 
applied directly to the seed, enable the 
young roots to begin drawing nitrogen 
from the air as soon as the plant can 
use it. 


-, as a rule, have nodules 


on their roots when the proper bacte- 
ria are present in the soil. It is to 
meet instances of a lack of bacteria 
and nodules that the cultures are used 
to advantage. As a result of inocula- 
tion, the yields will be larger and the 
feeding will be higher because 
the 


plant will contain more nitrogen. The 
fertility of the soil will also be im- 
proved, thereby 
permitting 
larger 


yields of other crops 
following le- 


gumes. 


"After the cultures arc received in 


their bottled form by the farmer, the 
seeds should be spread out on a can- 
vass and moist. One small bottle of 
the culture inoculates 20 pounds of 
seed, which is normally equivalent to 
an acre for common legumes." 


After the bacteria are placed on the 


seeds, the seeds should not be allowed 
to dry or the bacteria will die, he

Ho studied the osteol- 
ogy of the ape and stray human skel- 
etons such as that of a robber he onco 
found on a lonely mountain side. 


"Little advancement was made in 


surgery under the Romans, although 
a relatively well perfected surgery in- 
cluding obstetrics and ophthalmology 
had been handed down to them from 
the Egyptians. Greeks and Hindus. 
\Vith the downfall of the Roman Em- 
pire in the 5th Century came the re- 
laxation of morals, disrespect for au- 
thority, belief in magic and intellectu- 
al decadence. Consequently much of 
the knowledge that had been gradu- 
ally accumulated from 
earliest times 


was lost. 


"Belief in the supernatural, mysti- 


cism and faith healing greatly ham- 
pered scie'ntific progress and very lit- 
tle advancement was made in medi- 
cine, surgery or other science 
for 


many rundreds of years, and things 
were practically at a standstill un- 
til the time of Andeas Versalius (1314- 
154G.) He was/thc greatest anatomist 
of all time and made anatomy, on 
which surgery is based, a living work- 
ing science. 
Ambrose 
Pare' (1310- 


1590) who began as a barber, was t 
contemporary of Versalius and later 
became 
surgeon 
to four 
different 


kings of France. He was the only Pro- 
testant to be spared at the massacre 
of St. Barthelmew by the king's spe- 
cial order, for the king said "that it 
was not reasonable that a man who 
was worth the whole world of men 
should be murdered." He was one of 
the greatest surgeons of all time. Wil- 
liam Narvey (175S-1C57) discovered the 
circulation of the blood. It was the 
most momentous event in medical his- 
tory since Galen, because before this 
men thought the object of respiration 
was to cool the fiery heart and the 
purpose of chest movements to intro- 
duce air for generating vital spirits 
and to get rid of the heart's smoky va- 
por.- 


Surgery, however, was still lacking 


its firm foundation in pathological an- 
atomy. This was to be built by M6r- 
gagni (1GS2-1771.) John Hunter (172S- 
1793,) and by many others taught and 
inspired hy.them. Morgagni and Hun- 
ter gave to the art of surgery a c.ound 
knowledge of the morbid processes in 
all tissues. Each was observer, inves- 
tigator, collector and in each capacity 
-without a rival. Surgery now ceased 
to be only a method of treatment and 
bcpvin to develop into a science firmly 
firoundcd in physiology and pathology. 


"'Thu niltceiiction of anesthesia iii- 


to the practice of surgery was not only 
the 
most 
notable achievement of 


American Surgeons at that time (1S46) 
but in its far reaching influence upon 
the practice of surgery, anaesthesia 
has proved the most important evolu- 
tionary force hitherto discovered. 


"Sir James Young Simpson of Bath- 


gate, Scotland, in IS 17, was the first 
to use chloroform in the practice of 
medieina using this agent ofr alleviat- 
ing the sufferings of labor in female 
patients. 


"Some years later local-anaesthetics 


came into vogue. The term anaesthesia 
being applied to the insensibility fol- 
lowing either the external application 
or injection ot certain chemical sub- 
stances into the living tissue itself 
whereby the sensation of pain over a 
certain definite area is lost for variable 
periods of time. 


The first of the agents used in local 


anaesthesia to appear was cocain. Karl 
Koller, a German, in 1SS4, first pub- 
lished accounts of its use in operation 
upon the eye. Dr. \V. S. Halstead of 
Baltimore was the first to use it in 
American surgery. 


Owing to the extreme toxicity of 


this agent, it became necessary to find 
other agents less poisonous in nature, 
yet possessing similar 
anaesthetic 


qualities and since "necessity is the 
mother of invention," Adolph Einhorn. 
in 1903, discovered novocain. .Since 
then many other agents, similar in 
character, have been added, so that 
numerous operations 
upon

parts of the body, may now be carried

suffering to the patient. The applica- 
tlgr. of this form of anaesthesia local- 
ly and intrasplnally Is especially suit- 
ublo to weak individuals and to those 
advanced in years. 


"Such was surgery up to the middl< 


of the 19th century. The occurrence 01 
infections following: surgery was ap- 
palling which condition was feared l» 
all. The prscencc ot pus accompanies 
all wounds whether inflicted by accl 
dent or those made by the surgeons 
Amputations, for example, had a mor- 
tality of from 40 to 30 per cent. 


"It Is indeer strange hat so vita 


and important a question as the origin 
and causation of infection sitf'ild re- 
main unknown for centuries, but it is 
nevertheless true. 


"With the development and 
im- 


provement of the microscop i that im- 
mortal genius, Pasteur, was able to 
link up the causation of disease wit! 
bacteria. It was in '1S36 that He began 
the series of experiments which flnalb 
demonstrated t'aat mlcrorgaaisms were 
the cause of fermentation and putre 
faction and the microorganisms were 
the only cause. 


It was for Lister, an Englishman 


the surgical world was waiting and his 
coming changed everything. It was he 
who introduced the antiseptic system 
into the surgery but only after a pe- 
riod ot spirited controversy between 
various surgeons ot his own and oth- 
er countries. The method of spraying 
carbolic acid (this agent having been 
suggested by an English chemist) in 
the operating room and at once infec- 
tion with its resultant morbidity and 
mortality was greatly reduced, was 
devised by Lister. Along with this 
cleanliness, hand scrubbing, later on 
tho use of sterilized rubber 
gloves 


asepsis by steam and heat as advo- 
cated by Von Bergman in 1SSC, cleans 
Ing the skin before operations, etc. 
have so reduced the infections from 
operations that at the present time it 
is rare to have an infection in a pre- 
viously clean case. It is stated that 
Listerism has been the means of'sav- 
ing more lives than all the wars of 
all the ages have thrown away. 


"As a result of Lister's work the 


way was cleared for an extensive and 
immediate advance in surgical prac- 
tice, and for an extension into region 
of human anatomy that before hat 
been denied even to the most intrepid 
surgical adventurer. Surgical diseases 
which heretofore had been beyond the 
reach of anyone now 
came within 


grasp of surgeons. Lister's work also 
emphasized the necessity for contin- 
ued research if our progress were to 
be both enterprising and safe. It also 
emphasized the duality of clinical re 
search and experiment. 


"It was in 1SS6 that Fitz, a Boston 


surgeon, demonstrated that the ap- 
pendix was the cause of a disease en- 
tirely of the organ itself and this had 
resulted in a very high mortality to 
the victims so afflicted. Thus was born 
the operation for appendicitis. 


"The first removal of a. kidney was 


done by Gustav Simon, a German, in 
1SG9, but the patient succumbed to a 
secondary infection, following the op- 
eration. The spinal cord was first suc- 
cessfully operated upon m 3SS7 
b> 


Cowers and Horsley in England. 


"Suture of the heart for wounds 


was first attempted m 1896 by Rehn 
of Frankfort, Germany, and also in 
the same year by an Italian surgeon 
Guido Farina.
